The year which ends today, 
Wednesday, December 31, marks 
another milestone in the history of 
Yorba Linda, eight years as an 
official city and some 60 years as a 
community. 

The year 1975 was marked by 
contrasts. There were triumphs and 
defeats, incidents of joy and others 
of sorrow, accomplishments and 
reversals, welcomes and depar- 
tures, births and deaths, continued 
growth and the promise of more 
growth. 

In this review of 1975 an attempt 
will be made to recall the highlights 
in words and photos, as chronicled in 
the 52 editions of the Star. 

These’ stories include the 
continuing efforts and ultimate 
victory of the city government in the 
annexation of the Dominguez and 
Upper K ranches which will afford 
the opportunity for Yorba Linda to 
more than double its present 
population: 


FIESTA DAYS--The Orchard-Glenview PTA float was among the many 


the Sons of the American Revolution 
‘‘Good Citizenship Award’’ from the 
Orange County Chapter for his 
project of planting over 100,000 tree 
seedlings. 


FEBRUARY 


J. Elton Patridge was installed for 
a second term as President of the 
Chamber of Commerce at the annual 
Camelot Ball....Recipients of a- 
wards at the ball included Bill 
OpDyke, Hoyt Corbitt, Hurless 
Barton, March Butz, Elsa Kubach 
and Anne McGrory....City Council 
approved the establishment of a 
community center for youth and 
senior citizens to be financed out of 
revenue sharing funds...the Yorba 
Linda School District trustees 
approved new boundaries occasion- 
ed by the new Linda Vista 
School....in cooperation with the 
Chamber of Commerce the Star 
produced a Special Edition which 
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eye-catching entries in the annual November parade which attracted 
thousands of local residents and out-of-towners to the colorful spectacle and 


related activities. 


--Opening of the new Linda Vista 
School, crowning of a new Miss 
Yorba Linda, school board, school 
tax and water district elections; 
appointments and_ resignations, 
deaths of prominent citizens and 
area pioneers, presentations and 
awards, Vietnam refugees coming to 
live in the city, fires and accidents 
and Fiesta Days. 


In chronological order, this is 1975 
in review: 


JANUARY 


Hurless Barton quelled rumors to 
the contrary with the assurance that 
the Richard Nixon Birthplace 
Foundation would continue to 
operate. Later in the year the 
Foundation assured the City 
Council, in answer to an inquiry, 
that the Foundation was moving 
towards its goals...the Dominguez 
Ranch annexation petition went to 
the Local Agencies Formation 
Commission...the city affected an 
out of court settlement with the 
McCarthy Company over the 
greenbelt aspect of the Expo 
Tract...ground was broken for the 
Lakeview Shopping Center. 

Charles Bergthold, owner of D&K 
Sewing Machine Service on Main 
Street died at the age of 56....under 
provisions of the Fair Standard 
Labor Act paid call volunteer 
firemen are to receive $2 per hour 
instead of $5 per call plus $2 after 
five hours....Karen Gail Horn, 19 
year old baton twirling Cal State 
Fullerton student was named Miss 
Yorba Linda 1975....Elizabeth Flor- 
es, Kitty Cannon, Amber Lane and 
Leslie Mitchell comprised her 
court....CalTrans proposed that 
Imperial Highway be restriped... 
Fire Capt Mike Van Bibber received 


had widespread circulation through- 
out the area and the nation...Roy 
Knauft was appointed district 
representative for Congressman 
Charles Wiggins....Gil Kraemer 
entered a protest against the

MARCH 


Carolyn Ewing, for the second 
time, was selected by her fellow 
council members as Mayor for a one 
year term with Henry Wedaa chosen 
as Mayor Pro-Tem....14 year old 
Jeff Oxandaborne was killed while 
driving a car at night on Esperanza 
Road....Gary Dillon, 16 of Yorba 
Linda and 17 year old Richard White 
were killed and 17 year old Richard 
Sage was injured in an auto accident 
at Imperial and Santa Ana Canyon 
Road....the Chamber of Commerce 
announced its ‘‘War on DEflation’’ 
program....Gerald Rost was reelect- 
ed to the Board of Trustees of the 
Yorba Linda School District and Rob 
Cromwell was elected to the 
board....pioneer Rex Hastings died 
at the age of 78, he had been a 
member of the Yorba Linda Water 
District Board....the Yorba Linda 
Service League won a coveted 
Disneyland Community Service 
Award and with it $1,000....another 
Disneyland Award and $1,000 
winner was the United Methodist 
Youth Fellowship for building a 
mission and social center in Tecate, 
Mexico....the Bicentennial Commit- 
tee was organized with Millie Krantz 
designated as _ chairman....Janet 
MacLean was named principa! of 
Rose Drive School.... Toby Cromwell 
of Yorba Linda, a teacher for 24 
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11 In Council Race; Mayor Out

The 
census will begin January 13, 1976 
for the purpose of getting an 
accurate count of the City’s 
population. 


The resulting figures will be used 


to qualify for increased payments 
from state taxes on _ gasoline, 
cigarettes and motor vihicles which 
are paid to the cities based on 
population. 

Any persons interested in 
applying for one of these temporary 
positions which will last 10 to 14 days 
beginning January 13, 1976 should 
immediately obtain an application 
from City Hall. 

Applicants must be United States 
citizens and be at least 18 years of 
age. Census workers will work at 
least six hours a day, including 
evenings and Saturdays. The pay 
will be $2.35 per hour. 


Students Do Well In Testing 


State standardized test results for 
grades 2, 3, and 6 for the 1974-1975 
school year were reported to the 
Board of Trustees at the December 
11, Board meeting. 

Don Anderson, principal of Linda 
Vista School, gave the report and 
indicated, in general, that students 
scored quite well in comparison to 
other districts throughout the state. 

Average scores for each district 
are compared on a _ percentile 
ranking with the SOth percentile 
representing the middle or average 
score for the State.

Yorba Linda’s average scores, on 
a State percentile ranking, were as 
follows: 

Grade Two, Reading 61. 

Grade Three, Reading 81. 

Grade Six, Reading 70, Math 72, 
Language 76, Spelling 66. 

All percentile rankings for Yorba 
Linda students were within a 
predicted range with the exception 
of second grade reading. The sixth 
grade percentile rankings in math 
computation. English grammar and 
spelling are up from a year ago, 
Anderson said.

Employees 
Get Public 


Retirement 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District Board of Directors has given 
its approval to allow the District’s 
employees to join the State run 
Public Employees Retirement Sy- 
stem (PERS). 

This action followed an election by 
the employees overwhelmingly 
favoring the change. In addition 
those employees with vesting in the 
existing private plan voted unani- 
mously to transfer their assets into 
the State Plan, according to 
manager Ralph Shook. 

Benefits under the new plan vary 
with age, salary and length of 
service, Shook said, but provisions 
of the plan are quite flexible. An 
employee may retire as early as age 
50 with a mandatory retirement at 
age 67. 

The effective date of the new 
program was December 21, 1975; 
participation is twofold with both the 
employee and the District contribu- 
ting. 

The transfer from private to the 
public retirement plan is the 
culmination of several years of 
research and _ negotiation by 
management and the feeling in the 
district office is of a very real 
accomplishment.

Injuries sustained in an auto 
accident claimed the life of 79 year 
old Mrs. March Butz who, after 
coming to Yorba Linda in 1943, was a 
teacher, librarian and writer of a 
book on the history of the city....with 
much enthusiasm, local merchants 
took part in the Chamber’s ‘‘War on 
DEflation’’ project....Miss Yorba 
Linda, Karen Horn, was second. 
runnerup in the Miss Orange County 
Pageant....Mark Tronske, sports 
writer for the Star, a Troy High 
graduate and Cal State Fullerton 
student, died at the age of 19....Don 
Sisson and Vincent Jones were 
named to, fill vacancies on the 
Chamber of Commerce board of 
directors.,..James Bremer was 
elected president of the YL School 
Pistrict board of trustees with 
Gerald Rost and Rob Cromwell 
being sworn into office after election 
to the board....publicity began on 
the school districts revenue increase 
election to be held May 27....Art 
Korn was named to fill a vacancy on 
the Water District board of 
directors....the Metropolitan Water 
District awarded a contract for $8.6 
million for the Yorba Linda Feeder to 
bring water four miles to the Diemer 
Filtration Plant....the City Council 
approved the undergrounding of 
utilities....LAFCO approved the 
Dominguez annexation adding 
several thousand acres to the 
city....Robert Kimble Henrickson, 
20, died of a head wound suffered 
accidentally while cleaning a rifle. 


MAY 


City Administrator Art Simonian 
submitted a $2.1 million budget for 
consideration to the City Council, 
calling for no property taxes to be 
levied....Ralph C. Shook, 85, 
pioneer and father of the director of 
the Water District, a member of 
several boards and organizations, 
owner of orchards, died....the Brea 
Police Department was cleared of 
charges after the City Council 
requested an investigation stem- 
ming from an incident at a party on 
Short Street in November of 
1974....under the sponsorship of the 
Service League trees and bushes 
were planted on Yorba Linda 
Boulevard....a city proposal to 
impose an oil well tax of $450 per 
well was opposed by oil companies.. 
Mrs. Joy Young sponsored the first 
Vietnam refugee family to live in 
Yorba Linda....Larry Moriarity, 58, 
owner of Table Praise Avocados for 
25 years died....Supervisor Ralph 
Diedrich spoke in Yorba Linda to 
horse enthusiasts about the 
Brea-Fullerton-Yorba Linda eques- 
trian trail... 


JUNE 


Voters rejected a Yorba Linda 
School District request for an 87 cent 
revenue increase with a 28% turnout 
that resulted in 842 ‘‘no’’ votes and 
663 ‘tyes’? votes which prompted 
district officials to announce that 
$140,000 worth of services would 
have to be deleted from the 
budget....a $400 per oil well tax was 
approved by City Council to take 
effect July 1 and estimated to 
increase city revenue by $90,000..... 
Alan Gresham and Doug Ward were 
members of the AAU All Star water 
polo team in the 12 and under 
category which won the Mexican 
National Championship..City Coun- 
cil renewed a contract for $400,000 
for the Brea Police Department to 
furnish service to Yorba Linda...two 
members of the family and a guest 
had to flee a fire which heavily 
damaged a bedroom at the Schafer 
residence on View Drive....the 
Placentia-Yorba Linda Midget 
Division Aztecs were declared Pop 
Warner Football National Champ- 
jons after having only 12 points 
scored against them during the 
season....the City Council adopted a 
$2.2 million budget for the 1975-76 
fiscal year....a County Paramedic 
unit was assigned to Yorba 
Linda....Howard Eriksen was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy on the 
Planning Commission....the Yorba 
Linda School District tentative 
budget contained the severe 


cutbacks forecast when the revenue 
increase election was defeated....a 
controversy erupted when Homer 
Ragsdale protested about activities 
at the Isaak Walton gun range near 
his home....the Yorba Linda 
Woman’s Club donated its club- 
house to the city as a Community 
Center for use by youth and senior 
citizen groups. 


JULY 


Robert Brokopp, who suffered 
injuries in a van accident in Baja, 
won a $3,000,000 suit against Ford 
Motor Company....the Star, repor- 
ter of news, made news with a fire in 
the ventilating system....Jim Arki- 
son was appointed editor of the 
Star....a $2.9 million budget was 
adopted by the YL _ School 
District....motorists grumbled over 
the condition of Ohio Street due to 
construction....the Chamber of 
Commerce initiated its Job Econo- 
mics Training (JET) program....at a 
meeting with the City Council Police 
Chief Robert Wasserman advocated 
the construction of ‘‘crime proof’ 
homes. 


AUGUST 


Eagle Scout Lee Wirth was 
honored by the Rotary Club for his 
leadership and activities in collect- 
ing aluminum....a map of the city, 
executed by Norm Lytal, was 
distributed by the Chamber of 
Commerce....Ted Citizen, husband 
of Mrs. Kathryn Citizen died... .offi- 
cials of several youth athletic 
organizations protested to City 
Council the lack of sufficient playing 
areas in the city....Shirley Guardia 
was appointed to replace the 
resigned Kathleen Baker on the YL 
School District board....Gary Huff 
was named director of the Yorba 
Linda branch of the YMCA....Rose 
Drive Friends Church sponsored a 
Vietnam refugee family....Debbie 
Langley of Yorba Linda was fourth 
runnerup in the Miss California 
Teenage Pageant....the Marty 
Anderson family welcomed a boy 
after having seven girls. 


SEPTEMBER 


Initial approval was given to a new 
Post Office to be located at Eureka 
and Lemon....the new Carbon 
Canyon Regional Park was dedicat- 
ed....Jennifer Horn of Yorba Linda 
placed first in the World Solo baton 
twirling competition in the 12 year 


old group....Leonard Allen, a well 


known. square dance caller, 
died....heavy damage was caused to 
the garage and home of the Williams 
family by a night time fire at the 
18901 Vista Real address....schools 
opened for the 1975-76 school year 
with the occasion marked by the 
opening of the new Linda Vista 
School....merchants met with the 
Chamber of Commerce to begin 
planning the upgrading of Main 
Street....Calvary Baptist Church 
argued with the Planning Commis- 
sion and City Council over plans for 
an addition for school purposes...the 
School District announced plans to 
form Citizen Advisory Committees 
in each school. 


OCTOBER 


The Traffic Commission recom- 
mended the establishment of four 
way stop signs at the Main Street 
and Plumosa intersections with 
Lemon Avenue....Mrs. Raye Jones 
won the Big Deal on the television 
program ‘‘Let’s Make A Deal’’..... 
many of the city and area senior 
citizens and pioneers gathered to 
recall the history of Yorba Linda at a 
“*Look Back’’ program....the Wo- 
man’s Club Clubhouse was 
dedicated as a ‘‘Community 
Center’’....financed by a federal 
program, the city appointed Brian 
Johnson as Administrative Assis- 
tant and Robert Ferrell as Code 
Enforcement Officer....Robert and 
Jane Caswell purchased the Star and 
Placentia Courier from Ed Kelly.... 
school children and the public 
enjoyed a stirring band concert in 
Nixon Park by a band from the 
Marine Base at El Toro....as a result 
of the death of a school boy at an oil 
well site in Placentia the YL School 
District considered a plea from 
parents to institute a check on 
absent pupils. 


NOVEMBER 


Thousands enjoyed the annual 
Fiesta Days Parade and related 
activities....Arnold Plegel and 
Roberto Martinez were killed when 
the tractor they were operating on an 
area farm came in contact with a 
high voltage electrical wire....a 24 
year old former local resident and 
four juveniles were apprehended in 
connection with the bombing of the 
Yorba Linda branch of the Bank of 
America....an ordinance establish- 
ing a Park and_ Recreation 
Commission was adopted by the City 


Council....an Affirmative Action 
Policy was adopted by the YL School 
District....Roy Knauft, Fred Clodt 
ar‘ Art Korn were reelected to the 
Board of Directors of the Yorba 
Linda Water District....Rudy Castro 
announced that he would not be a 
candidate for reelection to the City 
Council....led by the Chamber of 
Commerce, several local merchants 
appeared before the City Council to 
protest restrictions imposed by the 
sign ordinance....the Bicentennial 
Committee set beautification and 
recreation as its main goals....citi- 
zens protested the announced move 
of the County Paramedic unit and 
personnel from Yorba Linda to 
Placentia to no _ avail....several 
accidents on Imperial Highway 
sparked an outcry for restriping 
which had been promised by: 
CalTrans earlier in the year....a 
gunman obtained $323 in a daylight 
robbery at Kountry Market. 


DECEMBER 


Yvonne Wagner, who with her 
husband, Miles, was credited with 
much of the development of Nixon 
Park, died in  Bishop....more 
Imperial Highway accidents renew- 
ed citizen’s complaints on restrip- 
ing....the Paramedic unit and 
personnel transferred to Placentia... 
a contract was awarded for 
architectural design and engineer- 
ing for the planned new Post 
Office....upon being petitioned by 
high school students the Placentia 
Unified School District took under 
study a request for smoking areas on 
high school campuses...... Vern 
Thomas retired after many years 
with the YL Water District....State 
Senator James Whetmore announc- 
ed that he would not be a candidate 
for reelection in 1976....the Yorba 
Linda School District board of 
trustees voted to hold a 78 cent tax 
revenue increase election in March 
of 1976....merger of the YLSD with 
the Placentia District in the near 
future appeared dim with the 
revelation that talks had bogged 
down...a gunman got about $7000 in 
a business hours robbery at the Bank 
of America....hundreds participated 
in and enjoyed the annual 
Chamber’s ‘‘Christmas In the Park’’ 
program....Sue Brown was elected 
President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Don _ Sisson vice 
president and Eldon Huffaker, 
treasurer....Mayor Carolyn Ewing 
and Councilman Rudolph Castro 
were not among the 11 candidates 
who filed nomination papers for the 
March 2, 1976 City Council election; 
Councilman Dale Chaput was the 
only incumbent to file.

If anything would arise, we 
know we can go directly to the shcool 
and there will be a response,’ 
Hobbs added. 

‘‘The neighbors are probably a 
little more cognizant of the problems 
that the school faced, being a new 
school. Thanks go to the students 
too. We wanted to report back to the 
board and thank you for your help 
last year.”’

During the start of the 
bareroot season, while the 
local nursery has an 
excellent selection, is the 
perfect time to select a fine 
shade tree, fruit tree, or 
ornamental specimen. 

In addition, planting 
bareroot stock has many 
advantages over spring or 
summer plantings. By 
establishing the tree during 
the winter and early spring

planters can take full 
advantage of the entire 


growing season. 

There's also little chance 
that the dormant trees will 
go into shock if they are 
cared for correctly and the 
root system has not been 
allowed to dry out. Best of 
all, bareroot trees are 
usually less expensive than 
container grown _ stock, 
there are no cans to cut, and 
the root system is exposed 
for inspection. 


Choose from deciduous 
flowering trees, like Plum, 
Crabapple, and flowering 
Peach as well as shade trees 
like Maples, Locust and 
Mulberry to name only a 
few. 


To plant bareroot trees 
the California Association 
of Nurserymen suggests 
spreading the roots over a 
cone of soil in the planting 
hole and gradually fill in 
with loose topsoil. 


Pack firmly with the foot 
when the hole is filled and 
make sure that the trunk is 
not buried below its original 
planting depth. Prune, if 
necessary, under the guid- 
ance of a nurseryman.
